JAPS ARE BUSY. 

A despatch from Tokio says: It is 
announced at army headquarters that 
the dJapancse from Shaghalien Island 
on the morning of July 24, without 
meeting heavy resistance from the 
Russians, commenced landing in the 
neighborhood of Alkova, vight milos 
north of Alexandroysk and that 
Alexandrovsk was seized Tuesday. 


Vice-Admiral Katakoa, in report- 
ing the successful landing of the Ja- 


panese forces’ in the vicinity of Alex 
androvsk from  Saghalicn  Ssland, 
says the piers at Alexandrovsk, Ni- 
yomi aud Mukake were found intact, 
but the enemy had set tire to Mumi- 
ka aad Alkova was still burning. 


The town of Alexandroysk was not

received at 7.80 p.m, on July 24, 
says the Japanese flag was hoisted

JAPS IN SIBERIA. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg, 
savsi—Despatches from Manchuria re- 
port the landing of a Japanese bat- 
| talion and the seizure of a lighthouse 
on tho Siberian coast near Dekastrics 
a post formerly called Alexdrovsk, 
700 miles north of Vladivostok, af- 
ter a preliminary shelling by torpe- 
do-boat destroyers. 

Military officials here attach 
portance to the episode only in con- 
nection with the Sakhalin campaif, 
and say that as the landing was ef- 
fected at a place where the Straits 
of Tartary are narrowest, apparently 
it is part of tho strategy of the Jap- 
aneso to prevent the escape of Rus- 
sian garrisons in Sakhalin, across the 
straits. They add that the landing 
is too far north to have any bearing 
on the main campaign or. on the 
operation against Vladivostok. 


WHAT LANDING MEANS. 
‘A despatch from London says:—The 
Japanese landing at Dekastries, 
which js the terminus of the only 
cable line connecting the mainland 
with‘the Island of Sakhalin, is re- 
garded by the London morning news- 
papers as an attempt to seize the 
mouth of the Amur River in order to 
enable the Japanese to despatch an 
army up that great waterway to 
reaten the Russian communica. 


Cat Japanese gunboats and torpe- 


do boats could thus reach Harbin 
and give effectual assistance to any 
attack on the Russian fortifications. 
Both the Ussuri and Sungari Riv- 
ers aro navigable for vesse's of light 
draught, and thus the Japanese 
could advance inland in three differ- 
ent directions for a considerable dis- 
tance. If, as is supposed, Japan has 
a river expedition in readiness, the 
mere threat of its advance may suf-

At Southport the train crashed into 
the rear of an empty train standing 
on a side track at the Hall Road 
Station. The body of the front car 
of the express was torn off, and the 
stecl frame rose in the air and fell 
upon the passengers. Two other 
cars were overturned, and one or 
two cars caught fire.

WIDE VARIANCE IN WHAT 
THEY CONSUME. 


Americans Drink More Coffee, 
Englishmen More Beer Than 
Any Other Nation. 


Nations differ in what they drink 
far more than in their dress or 
speech, the size of their armies, or 
the amount of their national debt, 
Says the’ New York Tribune. In their 
use of cofice, for example, the Ameri- 
cans and the Russian offer as great 
a contrast as an octogenarian and 
a year o'd babe. On an average 
American drinks as much coffee in 
one day as does the Muscovite in 
eighty days. In the consumption of 
tea, beer, and wine, the English and 
the Italians differ to a still more 
startling degree. In one day the av- 
erage Britisher sips as much tea’ as 
eighteen hundred Italians, and in 
the same length of time he swallows 
enough beer to keep the average 
Italian supplied for six months. Yet 
in wine drinking the Italian shows 
that he can equal eighty-four John 
Bulls. 

Accordiny to the latest statistics 
of the Department of Commerce at 
Washington, it appears that the Am- 
erican is fairly temperate, when com- 
pared with some of his European 
brothers. He drinks less beer than 
tho Englishman, the German, or the 
Austrian. 
liquors he falls still further behind, 
and finds himself outclassed by the 
Austrian, the Hungarian, the Ger- 
man, and the Frenchman.

example of this sort 
consists in a ‘will’ which tumbled 
from tho back of an old picture, 
Which its owners were induced to be- 
lieve would bring thom property 
worth qa million dollars. 

That is a modest sum in compari- 
son with some which recently occu- 
pied the minds of fortune-seckers. 
Not long ago Mr. Elisha Corey, of 
Omaha, Nebraska, arrived in London, 
armed, as he thought, with convinc- 
ing proof of his title to ‘“‘the $200,- 
000,000 Corey estate, which has boen 
for sixty-five years in the Court of 
Chancery, and consists of stocks, 
bonds, and gold.’’ 

FORTY MILLIONS—IN THE AIR. 


In spite of tho most pralseworthy 
zeal, Mr. Corey could make no pro- 
gress towards the realization of his 
claim; so he invoked the aid of Mr. 
Choate, the American Ambassador in

London. Mr. Choate took up the 
matter, and wrote to the Court of 
Chancery, with the result that he 


Was informed that the Corey estate 
of $200,000,000 had no existence in 
fact. 

Undeterred by so chilling a preced~ 
ent as the foregoing, there came to 
I-nglind, a month or two later, Dr. 
J.P. Blackburn, of McKeesport, 
Pennsylvania, to claim certain © por- 
tions of England once owned by his 
ancestors, who had sailed in the 
good ship Mayflower. His researches 
trought to light collateral branches 
of his family in the Old Country. 
They cherished the same traditions 
With himself, and clearly showed that 
part of the family estates had com- 
prised the site of what is now tho 
prosperous cotton - manufacturing 
town of Blackburn. Altogether a 
sum of $75,900,000 was at stake. 
Beyond that they could not progress. 
All that Dr. Ulackburn was able to 
achieyo was the redemption of his 
family coat-of-arms from the College 
of Heralds. The rest of the Black- 
burn possessions had all been legally 
and properly disposed of, and the due 
order of succession unimpeachably 
observed, 


FORGING A WILL.

‘This was James Albert 
Marston, ‘‘the Sheffield millionaire,’’ 
as he Was more generally-known, At 
his trial for obtaining huge sums of 
money by false pretences, it was rep- 
resented that he had really believed 
in the story of his having inherited 
from a deceased uncle an estate in 
Ontario half the size of Ireland, upon 
which were gold and diamond mines 
galore, making him, as the papers set 
forth at the time, the richest man 
in the world. He lived in the great- 
est luxury upon the money porrowed 
on the strength of his great expecta- 
tions, kept fast horses, wore the! 
richest of garments, boasted of 
yachts and palaces and Royal invita- 
tions, and went always armed with 
some half-dozen revolvers. In reality, 
he was a draper's assistant carning 
$7 a week. Now he is undergoing 
three years’ penal servitude.

THE “BESS’S-0’-TH’-BARN,” 
A Remarkable Lancashire Musical 
Organization, 


The ‘‘Bess's-o’-th’-Barn’’ is 
queer title of an English band, com- 


posed of twenty-four workingmen 
hailing from a little village a few 
miles from Bury, in Lancashire, 


;, Which has been delighting Paris lov- 
ers of music. In former days in this 
village there stood a barn-like struc- 
| ture licensed for the sale of intoxi- 


cants, and the fame of Bessie, the 
landlady, was sufficient to lead to 
her name being given to the small 


hamlet which subsequently clustered 
round ‘‘the barn.”” The Christian 
name of the worthy lady, as the 
spelling shows, got a little damaged 
in Use, but the place still bears its 
curious cognomen of Bess's-of-the- 
Barn, as it would be called without 
the dialect elisions. 

There is not a great deal known as 
to the origin of the famous band, 
owing no doubt, to the fact that the 


men, who are like a band of broth- 
ers, conduct their business without 
formality, and no definite records 


placo over a hundred years ago, 
jWhen the combination was first 
formed. It is known, however, that 


it was founded by three brothers, 
John, James and Joseph Clegg, cot- 
ton manufacturers, who bought ~ the 
first instruments, mule and uniforms 
;and two at least of the brothers 
!played in the band. Since then the 
men have formed themselves into a 
\limited liability company, each hold- 
| ing a £5 share, and the proceeds of 
the contests and concerts are divid- 
ed. From the time of its carliest 
|days, when it was a reed band and 
won its first prize with “God Save 
the King’’ in a contest in celebra- 
/tion of the coronation of Geogo IV., 
the band has won about £5,000 in 
prize money, not to mention another 
thousand or two in _ instruments, 
cups and medals. Sinco 1884 the 
band has taken part in nearly 200 
contests, and carried off no fewer 
than 181 first prizes. 

The conductor, Mr. Alexander (or

A MENAGERIE MENU. 


Catering to animals requires both 
a plentiful and varied supply of 
foods, as can be scen from this re- 
port of material used at the London 
Zoological Gardens last year. For 
the flesh-cating animals there were 
supplied 144 tons of  horse-flesh, 
nearly nine tons of goat-flesh, and 
9,530 chicken heads, Fourteen and

Now, the captain of the Bellona 
had keen informed by other vessels 
that peace had been concluded, he 
was shown the proclamation, and 
he had no room to doubt that the 
intentions of the Swineherd were 
Peaceful. However, the Swincherd 
Was considered in France as « ood 
prize, and international law upheld 
the decision for the reasons already 
given, so that the case stands aS a 
standard to the present time. 

It is also held by international law 
that when peace has once been signed 
the late combatants are bound to 
look upon it as a fresh beginning, a 
point behind which neither side may 
look. There are not allowed to be 
officially any recrininations as to 
what took place before the war, and 
War cannot subsequently be renewed 

ON THE SAME GROUNDS. 


If it were there would be internation- 
al interference to support this prin- 
ciple. 

‘The law of nations pays particular 
attention to the interests of private 
and commercial persons, subjects of 
the Powers that were at war, in the 
new and happier state of things that 
arises when peace is agreed upon. 
Contracts entered into between busi- 
ness houses in the rival countries be- 
fore war broke out were necessarily 
suspended during its progress, but 
the law lias it that, unless they are 
of a kind that renewal is impossible 
they are renowed after peace is signed 
just as if nothing had happened in 
the meantime. 

Thus, Tchito of Japan, who five 
years ago agreed to sell rice to Plov- 
ski of Russia for ten years, will after 
the settlement of the treaty begin 
again to do so from the point where 
he left off when his country’s tor- 
pedo-boats began operations on the 
Russian flect at Vort Arthur, In the 
meantime Plovski may have forgot- 
ten all about the contract, and even, 
in these hard Russia, gone 
into another line of business, but 
Tehito can force him to keep on buy- 
ing the rice. :

IMMEDIATE RESULTS. 

Behring’s great discovery of the! 
properties of the serum of immuniz- 
ed animals opened up a fresh field 
in therapeutics—that known as 
mal serotherapy—which has been so 
beautifully applied by Roux on the 
treatment of diphtheria, by Nocard 
in the preventive treatment of tetan- 
us and by Calmette in the  treat- 
ment of persons bitten by venomous 
Serpents. Serums of animals immun-' 
ized by effective vaccination have the 
curious property of rendering—by a 
Single injection of a few cubic centi- 
meters—the humors and cells of a 
sick person refractory to the nox-j} 
ious action of the disease from which 
he is suffering. In the case of anti- 
diphtheria serums of Behring and the 
anti-venom discovered by Calmette 
arrest the effects of the poison im- 
mediately. In lockjaw, Nocard’s ser- 
um does not act with certainty 
less it is administered between 
date of probable infection and the 
manifestation of tetanic symptoms. 

Vaccination, therefore, bestows im- 
munity slowly and its effect lasts for 
several years, while serotherapy pro- 
duces almost instantaneous immunity 
but short in its duration.

A CHANGE IN CHINA. 
The Horrible Tortures Have Been 
Abolished. 


An edict was published not, long 
ago in China which, although it at- 
tracted little attention in this coun- 
try, implies a great revolution in 
some of the methods of that nation. 
The dowager empress has decreed 
that all tortures formerly adminis- 
tered in judicial proceedings shall be 
abolished. When one knows how 
large a part tho rack, the whip, and 
other instruments of cruelty play 
in the so-called courts of China he 
can understand what a tremendous 
step this is. 

Chinu long ago cither forgot’ or 
ignored her old proverb which says: 
“Be severe in enacting laws but leni- 
ent in executing them. No courts of 
the Inquisition ever practised moro 
horriblo or persistent tortures. This 
cruelty has formed the subject of a 
chapter of almost every book writ- 
ten on that country, Up to the 
present time trials in tho Chinese 
courts of law have been conducted by 
means of torture. Even the witness- 
es have suffered, especially it they 
have not testified according to tho 
judgo’s theory. Such witnesses wero 
often beaten on the cheeks and jaws 
until teeth were loosened and masti- 
cation rendered impossible. 

A traveller tells of a recent exper- 
fence in a Chinese court: 

“The judges were sitting in a 
courtyard whore there were twenty 
criminals. Theso magistrates were 
dressed in gorgeous ellks and were 
drowisly drinking tea The crimin- 
als were in all sorts of uncomfortable 
attitudes. Some of them were aAu- 
spended by thoir thumbs, Their hair 
was unshorn and matted, their faces 
caked with dirt, and they had lost 
evon the look of humanity

brought in. The judge told him the 
story of his crime. ‘On such and 
such a day,” he said, ‘you were go- 
ing to the village of Ying Pan, when 
you fell upon two carts and attempt- 
ed to rob thom, Is it not 80?’

shelf sufliciently large to hold a wide 
bake board, this shelf being at right 
angles with the shelves where the 
supplics are placed, and it is possi- 
ble to stand in one place while pre

est ond of the shelves. 

In front of this shelf is a large 
window which gives perfect light by 
which to work without straining the 
eyes. All up and down the sides of 
|this window small brass hooks are 
\fastened into the woodwork, and on 
jeach of these hooks is placed one 
utensil used in cookery. When one 
is at work it is possible to lift any 
one article without disturbing the 
rest, and, as each article is always 
kept on its own hook, it becomes al- 
most a mechanical movement to 
reach for any utensil needed. 

On the wall at the right of the 
bake board is a knife rack, and all 
around the wood-work of the door as 
well as on the back of the door more 
brass screws are fastened, and 
these saucepans, baking pans, and 
larger utensils are hung, each one on 
‘a hook by itself. 

Papers are kept at hand all the 
time to use in various ways, and on 
the upper part of the pantry door 
is fastened a receptacle for the pap- 
ers, It is most simple in construc- 
tion. An oblong piece of denim is 
turned in on all the edges, a selvedge 
being used for the top of the bag. 


The denim is then laid against the 
back of the door and tacked into 
place with large headed tacks. An- 


other line of tacks down the middle 
divides it into two compartments, 
and in one side newspapers are kept 
while in the other are placed paper 
bags of all sizes and pieces of clean 
wrapping paper. The linings of all 
cake and cracker boxes are saved, 
for these may be used underneath a 
flat iron as a lining for cake tins and 
for wrapping the various parts of a 
luncheon so that one article of food 
will not be contaminated by the rest. 
There are many other uses to which 
these box linings may be put. 

A fine idea for pantry shelves is to 
use two coats of white paint and 
then a finishing coat of white en- 
amel. Wash the shelves with cold 
water as soon as the enamel dries,

Fruit of medium size and high fia- 
vor is best for canning. It should be 


fully ripe, but firm and free from 
bruises or rotten specks. Clingstone 
‘peaches are much the best. Choose 


|fruit from the nearest orchards—that 


which has been shipped a long dis- 
tance seldom pays for canning. This 
is particularly true of pears, which 


are almost flavorless unless ripened 
on the tree. Fruit must be picked 
just as it begins to turn for long dis- 
tance shipping, hence is always more 
or less insipid. 

Wash and drain the fruit before be- 
| ginning to pare it, if it is the least 
bit dusty or sticky. Pare as thin as 
possible—the finest fruit flavor lurks 
next the skin. Drop peaches as fast 
as pared into a deep jar half full of 
clear lime water. This prevents their 
turning brown, and in a measure har- 
dens them. Leave them whole nnless 
too big to go in the can.

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FLOWERS AS FOOD.

Made Into Salads, Jellies, Curries 
—Cloves and Capers. 


Though the fact is well known that 
flowers are used extensively as mecti 
cine, it may come as a surprise to 
many that tons of delicate flowers 
are regularly used as food, says the 
South China Post. 

In many parts of India the towers 
|of a sponaccous tree, Bassia latfolia, 
ormahwah, form a really important 
article of dict, These blossoms which 
are succulent and very nourishing 
and numerous, fall at night in large 
quantities from the trees and are 
gathered carly in the morning and 
eaten raw. They have a sweet but 
sickly taste and odor. They are 
likewise dried in sun and sold in the 
bazaars. ‘The Bheels dry them and 
store them as a staple article of 
food. 

An ardent spirit like whisky is dis- 
tilled from these flowers and is con- 
sumed in large quantities by the 
natives of Guzerat, &c.; sweetmeats 
are also. made of them. A single 
tree affords from two ot four hun- 
dred pounds of blossoms. In Mala- 
bar and Mysore another species of 
the tree abounds, the flowers of 
which are used in a similar manner 
by the natives. 

The flowers of the Judas tree have 
an agrecable acrid taste and are 
sometimes mixed with salads or 
megde into fritters with batter, and 
the flower buds are picked with vine 
yar. The flowers of the American 
species are used by the French Cana- 
dians in salads and pickles. The 
flowers of the Abutilon esculentum 
in Brazil as boiled vege- 
tables. The flowers of the horserad- 
ish tree are eaten by the natives of 
India in their curry. 

The young calices of Dillenia scara~ 
bella and D. speciosia, Which are 
swollen and fleshy, have a pleasant- 
y acid taste, and are used by the 
inhabitants of Chittagong and Ben- 
gal in their curries and also _ for 
making jellies. The large, showy 
flowers of the nasturtium are  fre- 
quently used along with the young 
leaves in salad. They have a warm 
taste, not unlike that of the com- 
mon cress, and it is from this simi- 
larity that the plant has gained the 
name of nasturtium. 

The hill people of India are 
of the flowers of the rhododendron 
arboreum, and even Anglo-Buro- 
peans use them for making jelly. Yet 
poisonous properties are ascribed to 
the spe of this wenus, and it fas 
been d that the KR. ponticum was 
the plant from whose flowers the bees 
of Pontus gathered the honey which 
produced the extraordinary symp- 
toms of poisoning described as hav- 
ing attacked the Greek soldiers in 
the famous retreat of the Ten Thou- 
sand, 

The flower clusters of the cauli- 
flower, Which form themselves into 
a firm cluster or head, varying from 
four to cight or more inches across, 
become the edible portion of or of 
the greatest of vegetable delicacies. 
In this it differs greatly from all 
other members of the cabbage fam- 
ily, whose leaves and stalks are used 
for culinary purposes. 

The flower bads of the Cappari’s 
spinosa, a plant which grows on the 
walls in southern Murope, are 
monly known as caper. These

SULPHUR AND POTATO SCAB, 
A 


correspondent thus answers an 
inquiry os to the use of sulphur and 
formalin for potato scab: ‘‘We have 
used sulphur for many years, both 
alone and in connection with soak- 
inb. Tor preventing scab we do not 
find it equal to soaking, but we are 
satisiied that it sometimes prevents 
soils or cold, damp season, ormalin 
is better than corrosive sublimate 
for sonking the seed, You can use 
one pint of formalin in thirty gal- 
lons of water. We would rinse off 
the potatoes before soaking and let 
hours.

“The same liquid can be used 
ogain and again, After taking out | 
the potatoes dry them and cut. We 
use peach baskets for this purpose, 
scattering sulphur over the seed 
from time to time, and shaking the 
basket so that tho sulphur sifts 
down through. The basket should 
be used the second time. The true 
scab is a skin discase which spread 
by means of tiny germs. 

“The object of soaking or using 
sulphur is to destroy the germs on 
the seed without hurting the sprouts. 
Of course a liquid would be more 
likely to destroy all these germs 
than a powder would. There may be 
germs in the soil. In such case the 
crop might be scabby even though all 
the germs on the seed be killed. This 
will explain the matter to some who 
cannot understand how there could 
be scab on the crop if the seed is 
thoroughly soaked,

A SCIENCE AND ART. 


The distinction between agricul- 
ture as a science and agriculture as 
an art has been so happily and ably 
drawn by the renowned chemist, 
Baron Von Liebig, that it is instruc- 
tive to quote the following passage 
on this subject from that eminent 
and most distinguished authority: 

“Agriculture is both a science and 
an art. The knowledge of all the 
conditions of the life of vegetables 
the origin of their elements and the 
sources of their nourishments form 
its scientific basis. From this know- 
ledge we derive certain rules for the 
exercise of the art, the principles up- 
on which the mechanical operations 
of farming depends, the usefulness or 
necessity of these for prepasing the 
soil to support the growth of plant 
and for removing every obnoxious in- 
fluence. No experience drawn from 
the exercise of the art can be oppos- 
ed to true scientific principles be- 
cause the latter should include all 
the results of practical operations 
and are in some instances solely de- 
rived therefrom. Theory must cor- 
respond with the experience because 
it is nothing more than a reduction 
of a scries of phenomena to _ their 
last causes. 

“A ficld in which we cultivate the 
same plant for several successive 
years becomes barren, for that plant 
in a period varying with the nature 
of the soil, in one field it will be 
three, in another twenty, and in an- 
other a hundred years. 

“One field bears wheat and no 
peas; another beans or turnips, but 
no tobacco; a third gives a plentiful 
crop of turnips, but will not bear 
clover, What is the reason a field 
los its fertility for one plant, the 
flourished there?

“The bill of fare of the jungle is 
as extensive as it is unusual,” said 
a well-known traveiler, “and no one 
can form any idea of it unless nec- 
essity has compelled him to use it. 
In Bolivia, for example, the daily 
food consists of so-called ‘chupe,’ 
which is made of cooked Indian corn 
and chunes, or frozen potatoes. This 
remarkable dish is hardly inviting, 
as the potatoes are like stewed corks 
in flavor and consistency.

Lesson VII. Josiah and the Book 
. of the Law. Golden Text, 
: Psa. 119.16. 


LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


Note—Theso Word Studies are bas- 
ed on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sion. 

Chronology.—There are several im- 
portant differences to be noted be- 
tween the parallel accounts of Jos- 
jah’s reformation in 2 Kings 22 and 
in 2 Chron. 84. These differences re- 
fer principally to points of chrono- 
logy. With reference to the order of 
évents the account in 2 Kings places 
the repair of the temple and tho 
finding of the law by Josiah before 
instead of after his other reform 
Micasures; that is, the destruction. of 
idolatrous symbols and local sanc- 
tuaries throughout Jersalem, Judah, 
and Isracl; and since the account in 
2 Kings is much the older record the 
order of events there given is doubt- 
Tess correct, With reference to the 
date of the beginning of the reforms | 
instituted by Josiah, this boginning 
is placed by 2 Kings 22. 8 in the 
“eighteenth’’ (Heb. bishemoneh 
esreh) year, which is doubtless again 
correct. In our account in Chroni- 
cles the words cight (Heb. bishomon- 
eh) and twelfth (Heb. bishtoym 
esreh), verse 3, may cither or both 
easily be defective readings for the 
Yory similar bishemonch esreh of tho | 
Parallel account in 2 Kings. The 
error may havo crept into the toxt 
through tho fault of somo careless 
copyist or succession of copyists dur- 
ing the long centuries before the in- 
vention of printing, or even prior to 
the compilation of the book of! 
Chronicles in its present form, 

Verse 14. This verse has no par- 
allel in 2 Kings.

In many ways the Victoria Falls 
bridge, over the Zambesi gorge in 
Contral Africa, is an interesting piece 
lof engineering work. In the first 
place, the structure can claim the} 
distinction of being the highest 
bridge in the world. Again, the 
waters of the gorge which it 
have never been fathomed, and 
one knows their depth, 
is deserving of more than ordinary 
notice, not so much on account of its | 
engineering difficulties, but rather) 
because the work has been carricd! 
out in the very heart of the Dark 
Continent. It was only 50 years 
ago that the gorge and the famous 
falls at their head were discovered hy 
David Livingston. Now it is not 
only possible to reach the falls by, 
rail, but to cross the Zambesi by 
the iron road, and proceed north-} 
ward for another 100 miles by the} 
soine train. The completion of the 
bridge means that another link—and

THE RAIN FOREST. 


During the rainy season the great 
volume of water dashing over the 
mighty chasm sends up five more or 
less distinct columns of spray to a 
height of 8,000 feet, which descends 
like heavy rain for an extensive area, 
whose limit is variable and is fov- 
erned by the force and the direction 
of the wind, This area is called the 
Rain Forest, and it is just within its 
full water confines that the bridge is 
located. It was Cecil RNhodes’s wish 
that it should be so. He is said to

Ppass.”’ He also. expressed a wish 
that a view of the great cataract 
may be obtained from the windows of 
the railroad carriages.

‘The gorge where tho 
bridge has been built is some 650 
feet in width and about 420 foct deep 
to the water level. The method 
adopted in building the bridge was 
as follows: It was built out simul- 
taneously from each bank on the 
cantilever principle until it met in 
the center. To accomplish this, it 
Was hecessary, of course, to carry a 
large amount of material to the

FROM SPY TO COUNTESS. 
There succeeded her as tho Czar's 
“chief spy ono Emma Bellomo, who be- 
‘camo the Countess Della Torre. She 
Was a Wotan of great mental ability 
and boundless anibition, and when 
Ker husband died she offered her ser- 
{ces as special secret agent to the 
Czar, and soon became indispensable 
to the Russian court. Whenever a 
‘document had to be secured, she se- 
cured it, and she allowed nothing, 
‘Not even a life, to stand in her Way. 
By ono remarkable and dramatic coup 
early in her career she obtained tho 
unbounded confidence of the Czar.

MAKING THE PANAMA HAT. 


Material is Costly and they Are 
Woven by Hand. 


Much misconception exists as to 
tho construction of the Panama hat. 
Many are under the impression that 
they aro mado in Panama and are 
woven under water, Tho latter be- 
liof is ontirely wrong, though it is 
true that the majority of Panamas 
are mado in South America. A largo 
number now, however, are made in 


London and also on the continent. 
Tho hats, of course, are made of 
grass. It is very scarco, and can on- 
ly be obtained from Equador, Colom- 
bia, and Guayaquil in South Amer- 
ca. It costs about $1.25 per pound 
wholesale price. It is very fine ma- 
terial, about 18 inches to 24 inches 
in length. It takes a woman from 
seven to ten days to weave a hat, 
working cight hours a day. It is 
then bleached a pure white, and af- 


ter being thoroughly  scasoned by 
giving them a sun-bath they are

SOLDIERS’ TEETH. 
One of the Points of the Reform 
in British Army. 
According to the new instructions, 
British army oficers commanding are 


to sec that the incdical officers re- 
port upon the physique of all men 
under their command, with a view 


to seeing ‘if they are fit to remain in 
tho regiment, and elaborate direc- 
tions are given as to what consti- 
tutes fitness. 

Great stress is laid upon the state} 
of the teeth. The volunteer, if he is 
to remain on the force, must have 
suflicient sound teeth for proper mas-- 
tication, whilo he must be free from 
all organic disease, and have a first- 
class constitution. Any defects which 
would prevent a man marching well 
or going on active service will also 
be fatal. Generally he must come 
up to the physical equivalent of nine- 
teen years, and not be over 45. But 
even if a man passes these tests sat- 
isfactorily, before he is to be counted 
as fit for active service he must be 
counted as a first-class shot. 

Reports on these points having 
been completed, officers commanding 
are to inform the War Office of the 
number of fit and unfit under their 
command, in the latter case specify- 
ing the causes of unfitness, The duty 
is also cast on officers commanding 
of stating whether in their judgment 


unfit units should be disanded or 
amalgamated with more  ofticient 
corps.

Where English Girls Are Trained 
to Means of Livelihood. 


h! There is a growing surplus of girls 
who must fend for themselves and 
who too often come face to face with 


that nearly ten years ago Lady War- 
wick started her hostel at Reading. 
The hostel 


make her scheme a charitable one. 
The girls attended the classes at the 
Reading Agricultural College, and 
what they learned in theory they 
applied in practical work in the 
dairy and the conservatories, in the 
market garden, the poultry run and | 
the beehives of their own little farm. 
Early to rise, carly to bed, was 
their motto—and no nonsense. They 
rolled their own lawn and killed and 
trussed their fowls; they baked their 
own bread, made their own jam, and 
marketed what produce they did not 
use. At the head of the hostel was 
a most capable woman, who set an 
example of hard work and cheerful- 
ness. Lady Warwick was indeed very 
fortunate in obtaining the services 
of Miss Edith Bradley, now the war- 
den of the college at Studley Park. 
But this is anticipating events. For 
six years the hostel at Reading con- 
tinued its work, cach year more cot- 
tages and more land being added. 

In 1901 the students had outgrown 


not only the inventor of the electric 
chair, but is also the sole individual 
who can be depended upon to carry 
out an electrocution to the entire 
satisfaction of his clients.

It is 
said, and I do not see any reason 
for doubting the story, that Davis 
experimented on hundreds of cats, 
dogs, pigs, and other animals before 
his chair was perfected, and, though 
the means to attain an end appear 
perhaps cruel in the extreme, they 
Were no worse than the practice of 
Vivisection, which is so largely fol- 
lowed by surgeons. to-day. 

“When he had his chair perfected 
Davis patented it, as well as all the 
different appliances, and then offered 
it on certain conditions to the Unit-| 
ed States Government. His propos-| 
tions were laughed at by the major- 
ity, but there were a few men in the

—TxeE Ontario apple crop will be 
a little higher than the ayerage 
this year, according to the annual 
review of the fruit prospect issned 
by a Toronto exporting merchant, 
He says: “The fruit belt from To- 
ronto cast has, in my opinion, more 
than half an average crop, but less 
than half a full crop, with quality 
generally good. West of Toronto 
the crop is generally light, and in 
some districts decidedly scabby ; 
there are, howeyer, a few districts 
containing good fruit, but generally 
speaking the large producing dis- 
tricts are a failure. In the Unitea 
States there is less than a 50 per 
cent. crop in the New England, Hud- 
son River and Western New York 
districts, with quality in some sec- 
tions better than the last two years. 
Inthe West the crop is scattering. 
The crop in England is very light, 
almost a failure, and Germany, Hol- 
land and Belgium are also very 
light.

A young bird is imprisoned 
until it first begins to sing, and 
then they kiss it and set it at liber- 
ty over the girl’s grave, believing 


that it will not fold its wings nor 
close its eyes until it has flown to

ed to casein compounds as a pos-; 
sible cause of the mottling of but- 
ter. 

IN MAKING BUTTER, 
therefore, unless the greatest care is 
used, more or less buttermilk will} 
be left in the butter, and when the} 
butter is worked this white sub-j| 
stance is spread and drawn into the| 
streaks, clouds and spots known as 
mottles, The mottling does not} 
show itself immediately, since the 
salt takes some time to produce its ; 
greatest effect. If, however, the 
buttermilk be thoroughly removed, 
from the butter fat, there will be no 
mottling, no matter how irregularly 
the salt be distributed, for there will 
then be nothing present for the salt 
to act upon. ‘There are no mottles 
in well-washed butter. 

On the other hand, mottling will| 
not take place unless salt is added, | 
for the substance does not harden, 
and become localized unless salt is} 
present, but remains in suspension in 


the buttermilk. The secret then in 
controlling mottles, is to get rid of! 
the buttermilk by churning to fine 


granules and by thorough washing. 


The acidity of the buttermilk docs 
not influence the trouble. 

Churning at higher temperatures 
favors the production of larger 
masses of butter and makes the re- 
moval of the buttermilk less  casy. 


The temperature of the wash water 
is important, though it may vary 
somewhat according to the natural 
hardness of the butter, due to feed 
or breed, When butter is properly 
churned and washed free from but- 
termilk, no amount of working will | 
produce mottles, but if the condi- 


tions have favored the production 
ef mottles, working will not free 
the butter from them. If carried 
far enough to injure or destroy the 


grain of the butter, it may break or 
draw the mottles to pieces so that 
they become smaller and show less 
plainly. 

The most offective method of pre- 
yenting mottled butter is to free | 
the butter granules as completely as 
practicable from the butterinill ad- 
hering to them. The churning 
should be stopped when the granules 
are about the size of rice grains, pre- 
ferably at a temperature of £0 to 
55 degrees. After the buttermilk 
has been drawn off, the granules 
should be treated with an amount of | 
water, at 385 to 45 degrees, about 
equal in quantity to the buttermilk 
removed and the churn rotated a 
few times to insure complete con- 
tact. Then this water should be 
drawn off and a second washing 
given, The final drainage water 
from the granules should be clear, | 
Salting and working are carried out 
in the usual way.

ARABIAN NIGHTS PALACE. 


Gorgeous Splendors of an Eastern 
Potentate. 


There is now in the North-West 
Punjab a royal palace which for 
beauty and splendor will eclipse any 
similar building in India, the coun- 
try already so rich in monumental 
treasures, says the London Daily 
Mail. 

It is the new winter palace of his 
Highness the Maharajah of Kapur- 
thala, and its total cost, it is anti- 


cipated, will not be far short of 
$1,000,000, 
“It will be a dream in blue and 


white marbel,’’ was the terse but pic- 
turesque description given of the 
building yesterday by a gentleman 
intimately connected with its con- 
struction, “and the designers,”’ he 
added, ‘‘might well have based their 
plans upon the gorgeous palaces 
which appear only in the pages of 
the ‘Arabian Nights.’ ”’ 

Despite the famous speech of Lord 

Curzon in which he deplored the fact 
that Tottenham Court road art was 
ousting native art in the palaces of 
Indian rulers, the new building will 
almost throughout be decorated in 
European style. 
Ai: round this vast palace of de- 
light will run a spacious verandah 
with marble floors, supported by blue 
Canadian marble columns, and the 
entrance hall will be paved with blue 
and white marble, the colors of the 
Maharajah. ‘There will be fourteen 
state rooms, many of them over- 
looking a beautiful courtyard and 
gardens, where fountains will play 
among the foliage. 

The durbar hall alone of all the 
chambers will be decorated in Indian 
style. Adjoining it will be the state 
salon, in the style of Louis XIV., 
and the English dining-room” of 
Charles IT. period. The many other 
rooms in the palaces will exemplify

Ex-Ald, Doyle, one of Belleyille’s 
most respected citizens, passed away 
last Thursday, after some months’ ill- 
ness.

For 39 years he bad been a resident of 
this city and for upwards of 20 years 
was a member of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, retiving after being chairman of 
the Executiye Committee. He was 
also for years a member of the Separ- 
ate School Board and its representa- 
tive upow the Board of Education. In 
religion deceased was a Roman Cath- 
olic and in politics a staunch Consery- 
ative. A widow and a family of seven 
sons and one daughter survive him. 


Anthrax Outbreak at Collingwood. 


An outbreak of anthrax which has 
occurred near Collingwood has caused 
the death of six cattle and one man, 
and the community is becoming 
alarmed. 

Dr. Hodgetts, Secretary of the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health, received a 
sample of the serum from Dr. McI’aul, 
of Collingwood, and a microscopic ex- 
amination completely confirmed the 
suspicion that the disease is anthrax. 
Another man is reported to be ill, but 
the disease is not regarded as contagi- 
ous among human beings, and, while 

yrecantions are being taken by the 
oard of Health, no difficulty is ex- 
pectet in checking its rayages in that 
ine. It is a long time since 1 man 
has contracted the disease in this 
country, The man who died at Coll- 
ingwood caught it in skinning some 
of the dead animals. 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture was also notified of the out- 
break, and they at once referred the 
matter to the Ottawa Department’ 
who have jurisdiction,as well as power 
to compensate owners of cattle for 
any that have to be destroyed to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 

Dr. Hodgetts, in speaking of the dis- 
ease, said it was indigenous to South 
America, and when it is introduced 
into this country it is generally by 
means of hides, ‘The disease germs 
are said to be capable of living fora 
long time. In active form in the ani- 
mal it takes the form of ulcers,

Hastings County Can Boast of Great 
fron Deposits. 


(Ontario.) 


The largest iron rites deposits 
that haye been davelpned in Oanada 
are the old Capelton copper and 
pyrite mines in Quebec, owned by the 
General Chemical Company, and the 
Bogart pyrite mines in Hastings, 
Ontario, owned by Clifford D, Smith, 
M. E., of Brockville. and J. A. Van- 
Mater, of New York, and recently 
leased by them on royalty tor a term 
of years to the General Chemical Co. 

The Bogart mines consist of a group 
of properties on the same series of 
yeins, allof which have been under 
deyelopment for some time. One of 
these mines is now extensively de- 
veloped, shafts having been sunk 
about 206 feet deep, levels run, and 
mining and shipment of the ore be- 
gun. On the other three properties, 
sufficient deyelopment has beet done 
toshow the continuation of the de- 
posits and prove them to be the larg- 
est of their kind known in Canada, 

Work on these properties has been 
suspended during the last year owing 
to litigation over titles, but the titles 
of Messrs. Smith and VanMater have 
been confirmed, {and the General 
Chemical Co., bave taken a lease of 
three of the properties, and have un- 
watered the workings and commenced 
mining. The owners withheld one 
property from the lease and intend 
working it themselves.

HINTS ON JELLY MAKING, — 


Jellies are all made alike after 
the juice is obtained. ‘This is boiled 
20 minutes, the sugar is then ad- 
ded, and as soon as it is entire! 
dissolve the juice may be poured 
into the glasses.

As soon as the 
animal has been thrown, take the 
rope that is underneath him, bring it 
under the surcingle and pass _ it 
through the ring of the halter, and 
back under the surcingle again, and 
thus you have the rope in position 
to bring his head over his shoulder. 
Make him put his head on the 
ground, and if he makes any at- 
tempt to get up, pull his head up 
immediately, which will prevent him 
from rising. This will give him 
thoroughly to understand that you

There has been no 
formal meeting of the tanncrs’ sec- 
tion of the Board of Trade as yet, 
but it is®xpected that the tanners 
here will haye to make anew sched- 
ule of prices. The present situation 
has arisen, it is said, from the large 
purchases of hides :nd leather for 
the Japanese Government in the 
United States. Hides come into 
Canada duty free, and the with- 
drawal of stocks from the United| 
States markets haye affected the 
tanners on this side. It is possible 
that the advance will uffect prices 
— {of boots and shoes and may also ad- 
yance prices of harness in Canada.

Ontario's Crop Report. 


No report in connection with xagri- 
culture is more eagerly looked for- 
ward to by the farmers of this Pro- 
vince than the August bulletin of the 
Ontario Bureau of Industries. That 
report, based on information furnish- 
ed the Bureau by hundveds of Gorve- 
spondents in all parts of Ontario, 
gives «a full and comprehensive re- 
view of the crop situation. This 
year’s bulletin, is, we believe, the 
most satisfactory in the history of 
Ontario Agviculture. ‘There is not 
one weak line so far as field crops are 
concerned. yen corn, which did 
very badly at the beginning, now 
promises a fairaverage. Itis in fruit 
only that there is a falling off. in pro- 
duction, and in this case better prices 
for apples will probably bring the 
total returns fully up to those obtain- 
ed last year. Eyen the tremendous 
rain which began Monday night and 
continued through Tuesday will not, 
apparently, be sufficient to very 
materially affect the general situation, 
A very great deal of the crop is 
already harvested, and while con- 
siderable damage has doubtless been 
done by the storm, it will not be 
sufficient to very much reduce the 
ayerage return, provided weather 
conditions from this on ave no less 
dayorable than they have been. 


“A Good Idea. 


Mr. H. B. Cowan, Superintendent 
of Fairs, belieyes that after a consider- 
able number of weak and inferior fairs 
haye been weeded out, snd others in 
the Province strengthened, so that 
they shall have better grounds and 
buildings, and can offer better prizes, 
it will Se possible to arrange the fairs 
of the Proyince in groups, and to 
place a superintendent in charge of 
each group, in the same way that 
dairy instructors have charge of 
groups of factories, These men could 
deyote all their time through the sum- 
mer months towards preparing educa- 
tional exhibite, which might be taken 
from one fnirto another round their 
group. 

As the department keeps in touch 
with the agente in Great Britain, it 
would in this way be possible to place 
before the farmers of the Province in 
the most striking way what is requir- 
ed for the English market,

Inspector Mackintosh and Mr. Wat- 
son, Principal of the High School, have 
called at IH” Review office to inform 
the editoras to the cause of the per- 
centage of pupils passing at the re- 
cent Entrance examinations at Madoc 
school being so much lower than at 
Tweed and Belleville.

COLD S'TORAGIS ON ‘Tits FARM, 


Every grower of apples knowa that 
just aro apt 
to several 
days in suce during which 
thermometer registers too high 
his peace of and much too | 
high for tho material welfare of his | 
apples, writes Mr, W. T. Flourney. 
The grower also knows that often 
after he has the apples packed, they 
may have to wait a few days, or 
perhaps only a few hour: for a car 
lon which load them.

ten delay in getting them into the 
jrooms of the cold storage houses, 
Which are situated at a distance 
from tho orchard, Only the packer 
and the storage men know how dis-

Then gath- 
jer them ond place them in barrels or 
j;boxes, without pressing, put them 
{into the cool room, there to remain 
juntil they are brought out in the 
jcooler weather, repacked and turned) 
jover to the consumer, or to the 
!commission man, every harrel full 
jand every apple good and firm and 
{in condition to hold up in good 
{shape until used, These apples, be- 
cause of having been left on the trees 
until well matured, have the best 
}flavor and the best of keeping qua- 
lities. 


STORAGE ECONOMICAL, 


Storage on the farm also makes it 

possible to save the poorer grades 
of fruit until the weather is cooler, 
so that they may be marketed at a 
'protit to the grower, Tt is possible 
{to furnish this fruit to a class of 
nearby consumers, who could not 
lalford to buy a better grade which 
‘has been shipped a long distance. 
| We have seasons when the apple crop 
is light, and perhaps the quality is 
jnot as good as it should be, when 
‘the buyer or commission dealer doos 
not come to buy our apples at 
packing time, but goes somewhere 
‘else where there is a better crop. 
When that happens, apples at pack- 
ing time are too cheap to be _ pro- 
ifilable, and it is a question in my 
mind whether, in a year like this, it 
‘pays the grower to pack his fruit 
‘and ship to a distance to store, 
; Then again, in years of great  pro- 
duction, when there is fruit every- 
a 
glut in the market at packing time. 
With the facilities of the modern 
cold storage at hand, the fruit can 
be safely held until the warm  wea- 
ther and other causes have cleared 
the market of this excess. 

Iaven if the crop is sold to 
commission dealer at packing time, 
the dealer can put his apples into 
this house cheaply and quickly, thus 
delaying the transporatation until 
cooler weather, or until he has a 
‘market ready to receive them, The 
‘fact that the apples can be packed 
when the rush is over and more ef- 
j}ficient help can be obtained is no 
Ismall item. Then it is of consider- 
jable moment that every barrel of 
‘these apples can be packed under 
| the personal supervision of an ex- 
pericnced and conscientious man. 
There are many other advantages 
that might be mentioned, and while 
| my experience is somewhat limited, 
‘it is in accordance to a very conser- 
vative line of reasoning, and not al- 
together theoretical. 


LOOK UP ALL SIDES, 


In an undertaking of this kind, the 
disadvantages should perhaps be 
more carefully considered than the 
advantages, It is always the thing 
We are not looking for that trips us.

CRIMINAL THOUGHTLESSNESS 


It Is the Cause of Many Serious 
Accidents. 


“T don’t think it would hurt any 
one,’ is a common enough reply 
from persons who have caused mis- 
chief by thoughtlessness or careless- 
ness.

A Dangerous Place on the New- 
foundland Coast. 


Bird Rock lies out toward WNew- 
foundland and Labrador, twenty-two 
miles from Grosse Island. ‘There is 
only one possible landing-place undce 
the tremendous clifis; a pile of jag»

Oftentimes for weeks, writes Mf. 
Job in ‘Wild Wings,’’ there is no ine 
{terval when it is possible cither to 
land or to launch e boat. To this 
island Mr, Job sailed in a seventeen 
foot open lobster boat, accompanied 
by a young native sailor. 

It was half past nine, under the 
last fading rays of the day and the 
silvery light of the welcome moon, 
when the great, stately clifs at last 
towered above us, and the sea-birds 
screamed and issued forth to meet us 
in clouds of ghostly forms. 

A form hurried down the ladder, 
and a lantern waved from the pile of 
rocks, signaling to us where to make

Brutal Murder Near Peterboro. 


Fatal Result of Feud Among Farmers. 
—Dummer Mystery has Been 
Solved.—Charles Gow Killed Little 
Tommy Hill. 


Peterboro, Ont., August 26,—One of 
the most cold-blooded murders ever 
recorded in the annals of Canadian 
crime was that which occurred Thurs- 
day night at 11,80 p.m.in a farm-house 


situated about twenty miles from this} 


city, in the township of Dummer, A 
mob of men numbering six or seyen 
surrounded the house occupied by Mr, 
Robert: Hill, and three rifle ‘shots 
were fired, one of them having fatal 
effects; Asaresult of the affair, the 
twelye-year-old son ot Mr. Hill is dead, 
killed instantly by a shot through the 
heart from a 38 Winchester rifle, and 
a sister, two years younger, was shot 
inthe hand. Two other shots were 
fired at the house, one of them nar- 
rowly missing the eldest son, who,upon 
hearing the first shot, had gone down- 
stairs to get a rifle to protect the 
family. He was standing outside the 
door on a covered stoop, and jumped 
back open hearing the shot, thereby 
saying his life, as the bullet ploughed 
a furrow along a board directly behind 
where he was standing, and embedded 
itself in the door frame. The shooting 
was the result of a feud which has ex- 
cited the district for the last year, and 
numerous threats and counter-threats 
have been made. The Hills state posi- 
tively that they haye identified the 
gang that did the shooting. ; 

The father of the murdered boy 
waited until daylight before he dared 
start out for a doctor, and then droye 
to Norwood, nine miles, to report the 
matter to the police, and secure medi- 
cal attendance for the injured girl. 
An inquest is being held at the Hill 
home to-day, 

Norwood, Aug, 27,—Ihe mystery of 
the shooting of Tommy Hill in his 
father’s house in Drummer township 
as an incident in a family feud is 
solyed. Charles Gow, of Warsaw, a 
South African veteran, gave himself 
up at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
stating that he had fired the shot that 
caused the lad’s death, but did not 
know of the vonsequences of his act 
until that morning. He gave his 
story of the shooting at the inquest 
yesterday, and the jury, after hearing 
the sjory and that.of Gow’s cotmpan- 
ions when the shooting was done, 
returned « verdict of accidental death 
and added a rider exonerating Gow 
from all blame. The verdict of the 
jury is generally regarded as insuffi- 
cient in view of the circumstances. 
County Crown Attorney Wood was 
seen and says that the further course 
of the Orown authorities has not been 
decided upon. 


Speeding in the Ring. 


Results of an Inquiry as to the 
Opinion of Societies. 


As to whether horse racing in con- 
nection with the agricultural fairs is 
@ necessary adjunct, in the estimation 
of the indiyiduals who govern the 
same, H. B. Cowan, superintendent of 
agricultural societies, bas been making 
enquiry. Asa result of 800 circulars 
which he sent out, 144 societies have 
declared themselves in fayor of horse- 
racing, while 126 are opposed to it. 
Regarding the restriction of the 
amount of prize money given, the 
general opinion was that the amount 
of prize money for racing should be 
cut down approximately to one-third 
of the total prize money offered by 
each fair. 

The following from’ the story,

rup, fits the situation very nicely: 

“I don't know when I’ve enjoyed 
anything so much as goin’ to thefair,” 
said John. ‘ Didn't use ter haye race 
tracks, ‘taint so any longer. People’s 
got so enlightened now that they have 
a half mile race track for showin’ off, 
the full bloods an’ testin’ their speed a 
little. An’ it’s a good idee; stocks 
gettin’ better all the time. The 
wornen folks like it; they don't go to 
the fair jest to seeturnips, an’ pump- 
kins, an’ squashes, an’ butter, an’ 
cheese, an’ table mats, an’ fresh 
calves, an' old poky oxen. They like 
to see the best horse in the county. 
Fact is, the women takin’ so much 
interest is encouragement to blooded 
stock,”

PERIMENTS AT ONTARIO 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Encouraging Results Have 
_‘ Obtained With Various 


Grains, 


Been 


The wheat harvest has been com- 
F pleted at the Ontario Agricultural 


ege: Tho weather conditions of 
the past year ‘have been favorablo 
_ throughout Ontario for the success- 
growth of most of the autumn- 
Sown crops. ‘The brief report “here 
_ presented gives'some of the principal 
results of experiments conducted at 
_ the Agricultural College and 
_ throughout the province of Qntario. 
Sixty-one varieties of winter wheat 
Were grownjin the experimental de- 
partment during the past year. The 
‘five highest leading kinds were of 
the Dawson’s Golden Chait class, 
_ having beardless heads, red chaff und 
vhite grain. Tho yields in bushels 
ove grain per acre of theso varicties 
Were as follows: Abundance, 62.7; 
GNPINNo. G White, 61.; Suporlative, 60. 
Dawson's Golden Chaff, £9.5 Ameri- 
can Wonder, 58.7. In woight of 
_ grain per measured bushel, all tho 
five varieties went over the stand- 
ard of 60 Ibs., the Dawson’s Golden 
_ Chaff and the Abundance reaching 
61% Is. These vaniytlies, are all 
softer in the grain, but yield more 
ushels per acre than such sorts as 
_ Tasmania Red, No. 5 Red, Turkey 
_ Red, Crimean Red and Buda Pesth, 
Those varieties of Red wheat which 
Bave the highest yields of grain in 
_ the past year were as follows: Tin- 
perial Amber, 58.2 bush.: Auburn, 
_ 57.5 bush.; Genesee Reliable, 57.1 
bush.; Early Ontario, 56.8 bush. and 
5 _ Prosperity, 55.9 bush. per acre. ‘The 
_ average yield of grain per acre in 
1905 was 56.7 bushels for the eigh- 
_ teen varieties of white wheat and 
51.7 bushels for the forty-three va- 
rieties of Red wheat. Generally 
speaking, the white wheats yield 
more grain per acre, possess strong- 
er straw, weigh a little less per 
measured bushel and are slightly 
_ softer in the grain than the red va- 
- ieties. 
Within the past few years, efforts 
_ have been made to improve both the 
Muality and the yield of grain of 
some of the best varieties of Winter 
wheat by means of Systematic se- 
Tection and by 
CROSS VERTILIZATION, 


There were forty-one new strains of 
Winter wheat grown at tho College 
this year as a direct result of the 
work in plant selection. Some of 
these are very promising. Of twelve 
new strains of Dawson's Golden 
Chaff, eleven yielded better than the 
ordinary variety reported {in the 
Previous paragraph, and two yicld- 
ed at the rate of fully 68 bushels of 
grain per acre,

of Winter wheat grown at the Col- 
Jege in 1905 were those obtained

Four men of rather doubtful char- 
acter—John Gamble, Harry Corfield, 
Caleb Poyner, and Adam Seneca (an_ 
Indian)—spent part of the evening 
drinking in the Dominion Hotel. 
From there they went to a hovel 
about three-quarters of a mile east 
at the junction of Romeo street and 
the G. T. R. tracks. ! 

They evidently spent the carlier 
part of the night in drinking, result- 
ing in a frenzied brawl, in which 
Gamble and the Indian took the ac- 
tive parts. In this Gamble had his 
head battered in, presumably with a 
chair or piece of scantling in tho 
hands of the Indian. During tho 
melee, Corfield, in trying to get out- 
side the house, was struck on the 
head and rendered insensible. He 
was arrested in the hovel on Thurs- 
day morning in a dazed condition, 
and hardly realized what had hap- 
pened, though freely admitting his 
implication in the brawl. 

Poyner, the fourth man, escaped 
during the brawl, and made his way 
to his home. He was arrested on 
Thursday morning on Ontario street 
and was identified by Corfield. 

Seneca, the Indian, after murder 
ing Gamble, it is supposed, started 
off for an Indian encampment to the 
south, Where ke had been staying, 
but, becoming insensible or over- 
come, fell on the track and Was: run 
over by a freight train at 6,10, on 
Thursday morning, Both legs were 
severed above the knees, and he pro-

SKIM MILK CALF, 

The question@is often asked as to 
}how large a skim milk calf should 
}be and what weight it should attain 
at different a In order to give 
o satisfactory answer to this quoes- 
tion wo have averaged up the 
weights of a large number of skim 


milk calves that wo havo raised at 
this station. We seo that at six 
months of age the average calf 
Weighs 349 pounds. We seo that the 
average skim milk calf consumes 
858.2 pounds of skim milk, 124.1 
pounds of grain and $87.2 
pounds of hay to produce 100 
of gain. The foed cost of this 100 lbs. 
of gain is $2.68, the labor 91 cents, 
making a total of $3.59. ‘This 858 
pounds of skim milk represents 853.5 | 
pounds of whole milk, which, wi 


a butter fat yield of 38,9 pounds. 
The average price of butter fat 
at the college creamery during the 
past year was 21.08. Deduct from 
this the cost of a skim milk calf, 


for the expenses of milking and haul- 
ing 953 pounds of milk to tho cream- 
ery. 

Theso figures’ do not tell the wholo 
story as to the profit, Cows that 
are milked produce larger yields than 
when sucking a calf. For instance, 
the college herd has averaged G,- 
273.6 pounds of milk per cow during |, 
the year 1902. The amount of skim 
milk consumed by the skim milk 
calf represents 1,978 pounds of whole 
milk, Subtract this from the aver- 
age products of the average cow in| 
the college herd and we have 4,295.6 
pounds to be credited to raising 
calves on skim milk, 

According to the average test of 
the herd, this milk would contain 
175,26 pounds of butter fat, which, 
at 21,08 cents per pound, would 
amount to $36.95. This 4,295.6) 
pound of extra whole milk produced | 
by the cow that is milked would 
yield 3,866.1 pounds ‘of skim milk, 
which at 15 cents per 100, would be 
worth $5.80, or a total of $42.75 
additional income per cow. Add to 
this the $17.01, the income from 
the butter fat secure from the milk 
furnishing the skim milk for the calf, 
and we havo a total of $59,76. De- 
duct from this the cost of raising a 
calf, $7.43, and we have left $52.- 
38 to pay for the expenses of milk-| 
ing and the hauling of 6,273.6 lbs.| 
of milk to the creamery. 

According to statement received 
from successful Kansas dairyman it 
takes thirteen minutes to milk a} 
cow. -Assuming that an average cow 
Will milk 800 days, we have a total 
of sixty-five hours to be charged to 
each cow.- At 124 cents per hour 
this costs $8.12. It will . probably 
cost 124 cents per 100 pounds to 
haul the milk, making an expense of 
$7.84 per cow, making the total ex- 
pense for milking and hauling $15.- 
96. Substract this from $52.83, and 
wo have left $86.37 per head to pay 
interest on the money invested in a 
common cow, besides paying for the 
labor of the men and boys on the 
farm, | 

The figures just given represent 
average. No enterprising dairy-) 
man will be satisfied with averages. 
The experience in raising calves out- 
lined above indicates clearly that 
unless the cow gives considerably 
more milk then is needed for the calf 
{t will not pay to milk her. 


CARE OF PASTURE LANDS. 


In the management of our grass 
lands we do well to remember that 
to pasture them off closely is poor 
policy. And this holds true whether | 
they are in meadow or kept simply 
for pasture. We make no mistake! 
greater than this in the management 
of our grass lands; and the drier the 
climato the greater the evils that 
The reasons 
are apparent to any reflective mind. 

First, when pastures are caten 
bare in the spring, they do not stand 
the drought of summer nearly so 
well as if they had not been so cat- 
en, When cropped right down to the 
ground the rays of the sun  casily 
drink up the moisture out of the 
soil. But if not eaten closely, the 
grass uneaten acts as a mulch; hence, 
much more moisture is retained in 
the soil. The difference in the growth | 
in the two instances will be Very 
marked, and in dry seasons it will be 
much greater than in those which 
are moist. It is evident therefore) 
that much care should be exercised 
with reference to the closeness of the 
pasturing or the opposite that may 
be considered proper,

LAW AND THE QUEEN, 


The legal position of Queen Alex- 
andra is very curious. So far as 
her private business is concerned, she 
is not regarded by the laws and cus- 
toms of Ingland as a married wo- 
man at all. She is the only woman 
in Great Britain who does not come 
Within the scope of the Married Wo- 
man's Property Act. The idea of 
the law is that affairs of State con- 
sume all the time of the King, and, 
therefore, no responsibility for the 
Queen's private business rests upon 
him.

BAD FOOD WHOLESALE. 


;Tons of It Destroyed Monthly in 
the Metropolis. 


It appears from the monthly — re- 
port of the medical officer of health 
for the city of London, England, 
that in the four weeks dealt with no 
less than 810 tons of meat were con- 
demned as unfit for human food, of 
which 145 tons were imported frozen 
produce. Of the whole, 303 tons are 
described as ‘‘putrid.’”” The total 
number of seizures made was 8,406, 
and in more than 1,000 cases sales- 
men vere the first to call attention 
to the quality of the food. Other 
produce intended for human con- 
sumption, but seized and condemned 
during the four weeks, included:— 

One and a half tons of strawber- 
ries. 

One and a half tons of damsons, 

One and a half tons of fruit and 
peas, 

One ton 
and plums. 

On one day the inspectors seized 
1,200 tins of pines, mixed fruits, sal- 
mon, lobster, and sardines, and on 
another 1,400 tins of condensed 
milk.
